15 HAD the honour to receive your letter of hs 
17th of November laſt, in which, with ſome. ex- 

ceptions, you are pleaſed to conſider favourably 
the letter I have written on the affairs of France, 
1 ſhall ever accept any mark of approbation, at- 
tended with inſtruction, with more pleaſure than 
general and unqualified praiſes. The latter can 
ſerve only to flatter our vanity ; the former, whilſt 
it encourages us to proceed, may help to * 
us in our progreſs. „ 


Some of the errors you point out to me in my 
printed letter are really ſuch. One only I find to 
be material. It is corrected in the edition which I 
take the liberty of ſending to you. As to the ca- 
vils which may be made on ſome part of my re- 


. with regard to the gradations in your new. 
B 5 conſtitution, 
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confiltunton, you obſerve juſtly, that they 85 45 not 
affect the ſubſtance of my objections. Whether 
there be a round more or leſs in the ladder of re- 
preſentation, hy which your workmen aſcend from 
their parochial tyranny to their federal anarchy,

_ I-publihed: my thoughts on that hend, FL 
that my. countrymen might be enabled to eſtimate 
the wiſdem of the plans which were held out to 
their imitation, I conceived that the true charac- 
ter of thoſe plans would be beſt collected from the 
committee appointed to prepare them. I thought 
that the ſcheme of their building would be better 
comprehended i in the deſign of the areflitects than 


in the execution of the maſons. It was not worth 


my reader's while to occupy himfelf with the alte- 
rations hy which bungling practice corrects abſurd 
theory... Such an inveſtigation would be, endleſs : 
becaufe eyery day's paſt Experience of impractica- 
_ bility has driven, and every day's future expeti- 
ente will drive, thoſe men to new devices as ex- 
ceptionadle as the old; and which are no other- 
wiſe. worthy of obſervation than as they give a 
daily proof of che deluſion, of their promiſes, and 
the falſehood of their profeſſions.

The National Aſſembly proceeds on maxims s the 
very reverſe of theſe. The Aſſembly recommends 
to its youth a ſtudy of the bold experimenters in 
morality. Every body knows that there is a great 
diſpute amongſt their leaders, which of them is the 
beſt reſemblance to | Rouſſeau. - In truth, they all 
reſemble him. His blood they transfuſe into their 
minds and into their manners. Him they ſtudy; 
him they meditate ; him they turn over in all the 
time they can ſpare from the laborious miſchief of 
the day, or the debauches of the night. Rouſſeau 
is their canon of holy writ ; in his life he is their 
canon of Folycletus; he is their ſtandard figure of 
perfection. To this man and this writer, as a pat- 
tern toauthors and to Frenchmen, the founderies of 
Paris are now running for ſtatues, with the kettles | 
of their poor and the bells of their churches. If 


an author had written like a great genius on geo- 


metry, though his practical and ſpeculative morals 


were vitious in the extreme, it might appear that 


in voting the ſtatue, they honoured only the geo- 


metrician. But Rouſſeau ON a moraliſt, or he is 


nothing. It is impoſſible, therefore, putting the 
circumſtances together, to miſtake their "deſign in 
chooſing the author, with whom they haus begun 


/ 
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Their great problem is to find a ſubſtitute for al! 


the principles which hitherto have been employed 


to regulate the human will and action. They find 


diſpoſitions in the mind, of ſuch force and quality, 


as may fit men, far better than the old morality, 


for the purpoſes of ſuch a ſtate as theirs, and may 


go much further in ſupporting their power, and 


deſtroying their enemies. They have therefore 


choſen a ſelfiſh, flattering, ſeductive, oſtentatious 
vice, in the place of plain duty. True humility, 
the baſis of the Chriſtian ſyſtem, is the low, but 
deep and firm foundation of all real virtue. But 
this, as very painful in the practice, and little im- 
poſing in the appearance, they have totally diſcard- 


ed. Their object is to merge all natural and all 
ſocial ſentiment in inordinate vanity. In a ſmall 


degree, and converſant in little things, vanity is of 


little moment. When full grown, it is the worſt 


of vices, and the occaſional mimick of them all. 


It makes the whole man falſe. It leaves nothing 


ſincere or truſt-worthy about him. His beſt quali- 


ties are poiſoned and perverted by it, and operate 
exactly as the worſt. When your lords had many 


writers as immoral 4s the object of their ſtatue (ſuch 


as Voltaire and others) they choſe Rouſſeau ; be- 


cauſe in him that peculiar vice which they wiſhed 
to erect intꝭ a 5 I rs was by far ae: moſt 
conſpicuous, 


We have. had the great profeſſor and 1 of 
the philoſophy of vanity in England. As I had good 
opportunities of knowing his proceedings almoſt 
. day to day, he left no doubt in my mind, 
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that lee ertaineg no principle either to gerate 
his heart, or to guide his un lerſtanding, but vanity. 
With this vice he was poſſeſſed to a degree little 
ſhort of madneſs. It is from the ſame deranged

tumn. This continued unremitted effort of the 
members of your Aſſembly, I take to be one among 
the cauſes of the miſchief they have done. They 
who always labour, can have no true judgment. 


Vou never give yourſelves time to cool. Vou can 


never ſurvey, from its proper point of ſi ght, the 


55 work you have finiſhed, before you decree its final 


execution. You can never plan the future by the 
paſt. You never go into the country, ſoberly and 


diſpaſſionately to obſerve the effect of your mea- 
ſures on their objects. 'You cannot feel diſtinctly 25 


how far the people are rendered better and im- 


proved, or more miſerable and depraved, by what 


you have done. You cannot ſee with your own 


eyes the ſufferings and afflictions you cauſe. You. 
know them but at a diſtance, on the ſtatements of 
; thoſe who always flatter the reigning, Power, and 


who, amidſt their repreſentations of the grievances, 
inflame your minds againſt thoſe who are oppreſſed, 
Theſe are amongſt the effects of unremitted labour, 
when men exhauſt their attention, burn out their 
candles, and are left in the dark.—4Mals meorum
